Filming has been completed on the 
mini-epic Sludgeabilly Monsters from 
Outer Space, the B-movie short featuring 
Deja Voodoo. 

in the film, a faraway planet receives 
1950s Earth radio and TV waves and 
creates two creatures from these images 
(Deja Voodoo) to go to Earth and find 
Elvis. 

The ten-minute film includes space 
aliens, a car crash, live Deja Voodoo 
footage, a party, a fight scene, silly special 
effects, and five Deja Voodoo songs: “Big 


Scary Daddy,” “House of Dr. Stimuli,” 


“Bugs for Christmas,” “Kill Kill Kill,” and 
“Too Cool to Live, Too Smart to Die.” 
Completed footage resembles a cross 
between The Girl Can't Help It and Plan 
Nine from Outer Space. ; 

The film is meant for distribution to 
alternative video shows and clubs, but 
already received some mainstream atten- 
tion when Montreal TV and newspaper 
people covered stuntman Jason LeBoeuf’s 
jump from a second-story window. 

Producer.Daniel Rendek says the film 
will be available for screening after editing 


and dubbing is finished, in late spring or 


The new Deja Voodo record is out.

record yet. 

The record was made in true Deja Voo- 
doo style: drummer Tony Dewald and 
singer/guitarist Gerard Van Herk set up 
late at night in a windowless room, spent 
hours getting equipment and microphones 
set up right, drank several quarts of Yugo- 
slavian wild cherry nectar, then at four a.m. 
turned on the tape machine and played 
very loud for two hours.

“Bo Diddley’s Cat,” “Take Out the Trash,” 
“Bugs for Christmas,” The Coasters’ 
“Down in Mexico,” “The House of Dr. 
Stimuli,” Rosco Gordon's “Cheese and 
Crackers” and the title track were all 
recorded like this, while “Gotta Have 
Money” is atl-acoustic: Gerard plays 
acoustic guitar and sings, while Tony 
stomps the floor near a microphone. 

The finished master tape was cut directly 
onto metal, using a recently-developed 
German process, and pressed at Pathé- 
Marconi in France, ensuring as little sound 
loss as possible. 

Too Cool to Live, Too Smart to Die is 
available in the United States and western 
Europe from Midnight, while the band’s 
own Og Music label will be importing the 
record into Ganada

Montreal “avant-garage” band Terminal 
Sunglasses have just released their first 
album, Wrap Around Cool, on the Og 
label. 

The 14-song LP includes the hit “My Cat 
Got Run Over by a Bus,” as well as four 
songs from 1984’s Rediscover Your Mind 
cassette and a very strange version of the 
60s classic “Psychotic Reaction.” 

“Eating Barbie's. Feet,” at 6:25, is the 
longest song ever released on Og. 

The Sunglasses claim among their in- 
fluences the Velvet Underground and Swell 
Maps, and have described their sound as 
like “43 trillion cruise missiles on acid 
striking your lawn chair simultaneously.” 

Terminal Sunglasses are Chris Burns 
(voice, rhythm guitar), Lawrence Joseph 
(lead guitar), Foster Grant (bass), and 
George Agetees (drums). They have been 
together (so to speak) since 1982. 

A video version of “Psycho Rail,” from 
the album, is due shortly.

Deja Voodoo conjures up rock fun —

There are those who claim there’s 
little humor left in rock ’n’ roll music. 
Evidently, these. people have never 
heard of Deja Voodoo. 

‘That’s not so surprising. Deja Voo- 
‘doo is a rather unassuming “sludge 
rock”’ duo frem Montreal that does 
their own and other artists’ material 
the way it should be done — with abso- 
lutely no sense of reverence and a 
perfect sense of abstract silliness. Deja 
Voodoo is stylistically audacious, deci- 
dedly minimalistic and about as. good 
for a laugh as the funniest joke you’ve 
ever heard.

Deja Voodoo, Wellington's, Oct. 11. 
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While neither guitarist / vocalist 
Gerard Van Herk. nor drummer Tony 
Dewald is musically inept, both eschew 


full of rockabilly-type rimshots. 
Playing three 25-minute sets at Wel- 

lington’s last night, Deja Voodoo con- 

vinced about 100 people they are one of 


the best things that’s happening on the 
North American und scene.

While Deja Voodoo’s indispensible 
cover of the Sacred Cows’ (of Get 
Smart fame). Kill, Kill, Kill and their 
own Monsters In My Garage, Big Scary 
Daddy and If Mashed Potatoes Were 
Security Guards (“they wouldn’t get 
much done”) were plain hysterical, 
Sigmund Freud and Buy Insurance 
were downright brilliant. 


Short Spins: Connoisseurs of garage band 
arcana may safely die and go to heaven with 
the release. of Wrap Around Cool (Og), by 
noted Montreal conservationists the Termi- 
nal Sunglasses. The band’s first LP all 45. 
plus minutes of it — recalls the inept cruddy 
glory of true garage, but the band’s own ma- 
terial betrays a wit and musical sensibility 
that belongs to the Sunglasses alone. — 

Rookies might try My Cat Got Run Over 
By A Bus to savor the band’s world view. 
True acolytes head directly for Eating Bar- 
bie’s Feet. Bonuses include neat Jacket 
notes, Psychotic Reaction (garageland 
Mecea) and a production that captures the 
band in full tacky bloom. At better record 
stores everywhere. 


was recorded mid-Jan in Mont- 
real’s Big Scary Studio. Tracks in- 
clude Bo Diddley’s Cat, Take Out 
The Trash and the immortal Bugs 
For Christmas. 

Og Records will continue to re- 
lease material by other Canadian 
groups and will handle the Deja 
Voodoo back catalogue. 


The night was salvaged by a quick 
run up to Club Soda to catch the 
headline set by Deja Voodoo. 

In the past, this Montreal rural 
blues-based duo has skirted the topic 
of professionalism with messianic 
fervor. But a year of steady touring 
and a recent big-time New York re- 
cording contract’has changed all 


Gerard’s electric guitar still 
sounds like he’s playing it underwa- 
ter, and Tony’s drum dynamics 
aren’t exactly crisp. Together. 


though, the effect is quite perfect, 
like a-perfectly trashy B movie. 

Tony’s bottom pushes the beat at 
almost illegal speed but with care 
and no little complexity,. while 
Gerard wades in with trademark 
muddy — but correct — chording, 
the occasional psychotic solo, and 
scary vocals. 

Their minimalist topics of lyric 
conversation include monsters, 
bugs, security guards, the politics of 
cool, favorite cemietaries and creepy 
sex; the usual Voodoo fare, in other 
words, delivered with bite, wit and 
understandable desparation by two 
people who are definitely not just 
along for the ride. And you can 
dance to it, too. 


Rust never sleeps, or a good 
Edsel is hard to find: We have good 
news and we have bad news. They 
both mark the passing of an era. 


Two-year pact 


The good news says Og recording 
artists and Montreal minimalist 
sludgeabilly archivists Deja Voo- 
doo have signed a two-year pact 
with the New York-based Midnight 
International Records. 

Their first LP for the label, which 
specializes in psychedelic, rockabil- 
ly and vintage garage, will be an 
eight-song mini-album called Too 
Cool To Live, Too Smart To Die. 

The LP, described by band mem- 
bers Tony Dewalt and Gerard Van 
Herk as their “evilest record yet”
